Since the fall of Jerusalem before 


the overwhelming legions ot Rome, 
and the Jewish dispersion from Pal- 
estine, the liturgy of that people has 
seen b'urdened with prayer for the res- 
oration.

A school was opened in 
1870 under the name of "MikvaU Is 
rael."

But not until 
the SO's, when the first Jewish mass- 
acres occurred in Russia, was the 
foundation laid for the present Jewish 
colonisation. ' There were organized, 
throughout Russia, "Bilu" societies, 
composed of intelligent Jewisu youns 
men.
